The professional, on the other hand, fluctuates 
between moods of dark despair and riotous 
optimism, never staying at one extreme for 
long before he is darting off to the other. 

The one thing academics have in common with 
professionals is'the tenet that the economic 
conjuncture is never “normal.” And in that,
